He answered questions readily but 
he was determined that the im ­ 
pression shoWd not be gleaned that 
sny transition in government was 
to take place because he had suc­ 
ceeded to the presidency. 
It was denied that any of the 
members of Mr. Harding’s cabinet 
had submitted their resignations. 
It was indicated that 
as

matter of form ality all would offer 
to resign. 
Tn this connection it was said the 
president would stand on the 
an­ 
nouncement he made a few minutes 
after he had been notified of Mr. 
Harding's death. 
This announce­ 
ment said: 
“ Those who have given their ef­ 
forts to assist him I wish to remain 
in office that they may assist me." 


Note Contrast. 


The room where the newspaper­ 
men 
were 
received 
contrasted 
strangely to the executive offices at 
I he W hite House where President 
Harding, always with a 
vase 
of 
American beauty roses on his desk, 
met the reporters for bi-weekly con 
ference. 
The windows were closed 
and perspiration gleamed 
on the 
brow of th© president. 
Ho wore a 
light grey suit with a blue tie and 
looked Just as he always had on the 
rostrum of the senate. 
To

conference, 
the 
president, standing In the center of 
the sweltering group, talked with 
tight-lipped Yankee accent as if he 
spoke In grim determination. 
He 
did not smile once. 
His lean New 
England face was expressionless. 
He seemed to sense the dramatic 
pitch of his first touch as president 
with tho men who w ill record the 
workings of his administration. 
Realizing the "policy 
anglo”

the conference, Mr. Coolidge first 
made the announcement that there 
would be no change in policies.

that connection also he stood by the 
statement made in Vermont, which 
referred to this question in these 
words: 


Reoeats Statement.

Calvin Coolidge as the day upon which the remains of the late Presi­ 
dent Warren G. Harding are to he consigned to their final resting 
place, steps were under consideration here today for closing business 
houses and conducting religious services dunng the hour of the 
funeral. 
Fred Newcomb, president of the Merchants and Manufacturers' 
association, said today that the business men of this community 
should evidence their respect for the departed President by closing 
for an hour or more. 
A meeting of the directors of the association will be held Tues­ 
day morning, at 9 o ’clock, when Newcomb will urge action request­ 
ing merchants to observe the hour. 
The Rev. F. T. Porter, pastor of the First Christian church and 
president last year of the Santa Ana Ministerial association, today 
said that in all probability pastors of the city would arrange for ap­ 
propriate services.
